Kells Had Been Unfortunate for Sev- 
eral Years, but His Mother Says 
He Always Did All He 
Could for Her. 


Mrs. Mary C. Fox, bowed with vears and 
bent with rheumatism, went to the Morgue 
early Tuesday morning to view the body of 
her son, Louis Kells, who was found ‘dead 
by the side of Sylvan Lake in Forest Park 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Mrs. Fox had not seen her son for three 
years and she was nearly distracted with 
grief. She was little prepared for the brutal

conduct of an attache of the Morgue. She 
was denied admission and sneered at by 
William Owens, the colored assistant 
morgue-kKeeper, and was told she could 
only see the body of her son when she pre- 
sented an order from Coroner Wait. 

As told in late editions of Wednesday's 
Post-Dispatch the dead body of a man about 
45 years old was found, Wednesday in For- 
est Park. It was identified by papers found 
in the pockets as Louis Kells sn insurance 
agent. There were no marks of violence 
nor traces. of poison and it was supposed he 
died of heart disease. 

Mrs. Fox, Kells’ mother, lives at 1403 
Chouteau avenue. She is an invalid.and had 
no relative save her: son, wnem she had 
not seen for three years. She is penniless. 
“Oh, God, take me with Loutle,"’ piteously 
prayed the heart-broken mother. “i nave 
nothing earth to live for and am utterly 
alone and he:pless. ; 

‘“‘A better son than Louie never lived. He 
has always provided for me liberally until 
he got into trouble over in Bloomington. 
Since then he has not been in «a position to 
do so much, but he did what he could. Oniy 
last Thursday he sent me $5. 

“We lived in Dallas, Tex. That's where 
Loule was raised.

WASHINGTON, Sept. §8.—There will be no 
investigation into the conduct of the war 
unless Congress authorizes it. If Gen. 
Miles desires an investigation the War Of- 
fice will probably grant this request. But 
there will be no courtmartial proceedings 
against Miles, 

The Miles interview will go unnoticed by 
the President and the Secretary of War, 
in short, the Miles-Alger-Corbin controver- 
sy will be stopped, not to be reopened un- 
less Gen. Miles indulges in further criti- 
cism of the Wear Department. 

This statement was made to the Post- 
Dispatch eorrespondent by a Cabinet Min- 
ister who had talked with the President 
and Secretary Alger. 

“Tf,”’ ‘continued the Post-Dispatch’s in- 
formant, “Gen. Miles continues to have a 
chip on his shoulder I have no doubt that 
he will find a controversy; if that is what 
he desires. But I do not anticipate that 
he will endeavor to carry his grievance 
furher.’’

WOMEN HISS PINGREE DOWN. 


W. R. C. at Cincinnati Would Not 
Listen to Criticisms of Army 
Management. 


CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 8—Gov. Pingree 
of Michigan came tu the G..A. R. encamp- 
ment for the especial purpose of delivering 
@n address to the Womayg’'s Relief Corps. 
The Governor wus scheduled to speak on 
the war with Spain. Before he had got 
half through he began to score the conduct 
of the war by the Administration, especial- 
ly in the Commissary and Medical depart- 
ments. The ladies stood it for a few min- 
utes. Then some one began to hiss, and in 
a few seconds the Governor was howled 
down. 

On finding that the Woman's Rellef 
Corps would not allow him to continue, the 
Governor made a hasty exit from the room. 
He rushed downstairs to the office of the 
Grand Hotel, paid his bill and took the 
first train for Detroit. His speech, as far as 
he was allowed to proceed, was as follows: 

“In this war the two most important de- 
artments were the Commissary and the 
ledical. The duty of these departments 
Was to fight disease, and neither of them 
Was prepared. It may be that ‘no one indi- 
vidual and no one class of individuals was 
responsible for the crimes committed in 
these departments. Let us attribute them 
to the system.” 

By this time the women began to show 
signs of resentment, but the Governor con- 
tinued: 

“The system was responsible because it 
was old. The Government of the United 
States wae rich enough to furnish the best 
of food known to the world. In a land of 
plenty, Where $1,000,000,.000 could be sub- 
scribed for a war loan, it was a crime toe let 
brave men engaged in what was believed 
to be a war for humanity be thirsty or hun- 

Try for one moment. Every man who dies 
or want of good food in unhealthy camps, 
without proper med cal care, will rise in the 
judgment day against the system of red 
tape, which is a disgrace to our civiliza- 
tion and our religion.”’ 

That was as far as the Governor ever got. 
The women let loose a storm of hisses. 
mingled with cries of “shame” and ‘We 
won't hear any more talk of that kind about 
the government.” and would not subside 
60 long as he remained [n their presence, 

If the Women had permitted him to go 
on, he would, according to a typewritten 
copy of his effort, have informed them that 
“Nothing can stop the Investigations which 
the people will demand and when they are 
ended the responsibility will rest where it 
belongs.

CINCINNATI, 0O., Sept. 8—The business 
of the thirty-second annual encampment of 
the Grand Army and its auxiliaries began 
to-day after three days of preliminary de- 
monstrations. . : 

The business sessions were, however, in- 
terrupted by a parade of civic and indus- 
trial organizations in the afternoon efter 
the labor, naval and Grand Army parades 
on the three preceding days. Tis parade 
was in celebration of peace, a jubilee day. 
Over one hundred concerns were repres: nt- 
ed, while fifty secret, military poiitical ani 
Other bodies were represented by over 10,- 
000 men as escorts to the peace floats. 
This deenonstration was followed by hign 
carnival all over the city. 

There were about 1200 national delegates 
present when the encampment p.oper was 
called to order at Music Hall at 10 a. m. 
with Charles Wentzel as officer of the 
day. The welcome address was delivered 
by Gov. Bushnell, of Onio, with a supple- 
mental welcome address by Mayor ‘tefel, 
of Cincinnati, ana by M. EL. Ingalls, cnair- 
man of the Ci.iizens’ Comm.t.e-. and Presi- 
dent of the Big Four and Cuesapeake & 
Onio raiiways. 

It is believed that the proposition to 
make those who participated ip tne H.s- 
pano-American war eligible will not pre- 
vail, as the latter day soldiers will want a 
separate organization. There is more genti- 
ment in favor of un.ting those who fought 
on different sides in the same war anu a 
resolution will be offered inviting the Con- 
federate Veterans to meet with the G. A.

} WARNING TO THE PUBLIC. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 8.—‘‘The lesson 
to be learned from the recent poison- 
ings by mail,’’ said the Chief of New 
York's detectives, “is that it is dan- 
gerous to eat or drink anything that 
comes through the malls, even if 
there is a letter accompanying the 
package bearing the supposed signa- 
ture of a friend. 

“Since the Botkin case has attained 
such wide publicity, cranks may take 
advantage of this easy method of 
murder, and the public should take 
warning. 

“Atropine was the poison used by 
the fiend who made a deliberate at- 
tempt to kill Iceman Hilss and his 
family in this city. It is believed 
that only an expert would have se- 
lected this poison. Three bottles, 
one containing whisky, one wine and 
one brandy, were sent to Hilss, and 
it is believed that all were poisoned, 
The police have as yet been unable 
to shed any light on the mystery.”’

about the poisoning of Mr. and Mrs. Ed- 
ward Hilss of 84 Second street and their 
next-door neighbor, Miss Mary Conlon. 
There is a greater cloud about the affair 
than when the first news of the attempt 
at assassination was brought to light yes- 
terday morning. 

Hilss' and his wife, Margaret, are now 
up and about their work, and Mary Con- 
lon is probably out of danger. She had 
a terrible struggle for her life, but the 
atropine contained in the bottle of. whisky 
was killed in their systems by large doses 
of morphine administered by Dr. Leyen- 
decker, 

Hilse# is of German descent, and is a 
magnificently formed man. He organized 
and. owns the New York Ice Co., and is 
well-td-do. He operates against the ice 
combination. Asked how he accounted for 
the attempt on the lives of himself and 
family, he shook his head and said he didn’t 
know iwhat to think about it. 

The thing that puzzles the police most 
is that they have been unable to trace 
any one possessing enmity to Hilss. The 
iceman and his wife, who is very pretty, 
have been married ten years and have 
lived in the same house for seven years: 
Hiles says that he has never discharged 
an employe, has had no quarrel with any 
of his Ice customers and cannot remember 
ever possessing an enemy. 


Another thing which greatly complicates 
the case is the poison used. It was un- 
doubtedly atropine, anN atropine is not a 
drug easy to obtain or one that is gener- 
ally known. An examination of the contents 
of the bottle from which the three drank 
betrayed nothing either to etght or smell. 
The odor was that of moderately good 
whisky and the color was not abnormal. 
Taste, however, showed at once that there 
was something wrong. The mixture was 
intensely bitter, while a drop of the liquid, 
though diluted to the greatest attenuation. 
enormously dilated the pupil of the eye of 
a cat to which is was applied. Atropine 
is the only drug known which possesses 
this power in such a marked degree. 

Atropine is the alkaloid, or active princt- 
ple of belladonna, which in its turn is a 
tincture of the plant atropa belladonna, 
better known as deadly nightshade. Miss 
Conlin and the Hilsses seem to have each 
awallowed less than a teaspoonful of the 
drugged wine. In the opinion of experts 
even if the mixture had been the pure tinc- 
ture of belladonna the amount the three 
swallowed would not have produced such 
aiarming symptoms, 

On the other hand, atropine {s tremendous- 
ly powerful. One hundredth part of a grain 
is as much asa physician cares to give, even 
when its use is indicated. The 1,500,000 part of 
a grain will, according to the etandard au- 
thorities, dilate the pupil of the eye in man. 
The drug is very sparingly soluble in water, 
but is absolutely so in alcohol. From this the 
police deduce the idea that the poisoner 
possessed an educated knowledge of poisons, 
and that alcohol was intentionally and not 
casually used as a vehicle for the atropine. 

Having worked out this much of the puz- 
gle, the police confess themselves at a loss 
to elucidate the rest. At first they thought 
the poisoning was the work of a crank. but 
#0 many strange things have come to their 
knowledge since that they have been led 
to belleve that some one familiar with 
every detail of the Hilsses’ life ig guilty of 
the crime. 

Three bottles tn all were sent to the Hilse 
family. It is believed that the contents of 
every one were poisoned, The first was re- 
ceived theough the mails nearly a month 
ago. The package was Wrapped in plain 
white paper, on which was the typewritten 
address: “‘Edward Hiles, No, 8&4 Second 


street, New York.” : 

The contents of this bottle was not drunk 
by Hilas or his family. 

A week lates another bottle was received. 
The package was tied up in exactly the 
same way as the other and bore a similar 
typewritten address. 

Kaether week passed and ano 
labeled “Old Crow'’’ was brought by 
maiicarrier.

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SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 8.--The applica- 
tion of the Delaware authorities for the 
extradition of Mrs. Cornelia Botkin, ac- 
cused of poisoning Mrs. Dunning and Mrs. 
Deans, will probably be presented to Gov. 
Budd some time to-day, though his decision 
in the matter is not expected before the 
first part of the week. The papers will be 
first submitted, after which the arguments 
of the attorneys on both sides will be 
heard. If the argument is extended it may 
be later in the week before the Governor 
will make public his decision. 

The preliminary examination of Mrs. Bot- 
kin has been postponed for one week. 

F. A. Reynaud, cashier of the “City of 
Paris’’ store, where it is believed the hand- 
kerchief in ‘the box of poisoned candy was 
purchased, says that on Aug. 3 he cashed a 
money order for Mrs. Botkin, but does not 
know that she made any purchases. Rey- 
naud further says: 

“Mrs. Botkin frequently cashed money or- 
ders at the desk and she usually came to 
me for accommodation. I have gone over 
my books and am almost positive that I 
cashed a postal order from Stockton for her 
on that day. I presume the postal authori- 
ties will be able to trace the order. If it 
is found, the signature of the payee and 
the date it was cashed will be readily veri- 
fied. 

“Besides it will contain the indorsement 
of our cashier. I do not know whether Mrs. 
Botkin made a purchase at the store that 
day. She came personally to the desk and 
presented the postal order. AsI had cashed 
orders for her before, I did not hesitate in 
giving her the amount of the note.”’ 

Mr. Reynaud’s statement adds another 
link to the chain of evidence against Mrs.

"MACK OF D" 
DEAD; BOOTS ON. 


Newspaper Man of Oklahoma 
Killed in the Road. 


HE WAS EDITOR, POET, 
POLITICIAN AND FIGHTER. 


WOULD SHOOT AT THE DROP OF A 
HAT, YET WAS GENTLE AS 
A WOMAN. 


PRAIRIE WAS HIS LOVE, 
A RAILROAD HIS AVERSION. 


So He Kept on the Move in the South- 
west; Ever a Republican, but Al- 
ways Conducting a Demo- 
cratic Paper. 


Kan., Sept. 8&-—Word has 
reached here from Oklahoma that ‘‘Mack 
of D’’ is dead. He died with his boots on 
in the road near Taloga, right under the 
shadow of the Antelope Mountains. He 
was shot to death by Ed McHaffle, a man 
who was contesting the claim of the aged 
and venerable mother of the deceased, but 
the scene being far distant from telegraphic 
and mail communication the details are 
just beginning to arrive. It was undoubt- 
edly ‘‘Mack’s” last pride that he died 60 
remote from civilization. Civilization was 
a tyrant that kept encroaching on his 
freedom all through life. He liked the as- 
sociation of the wolf and the prairie dog. 
He loved to watch the nervous’ coyote 
whining at the gray dawn and yelping at 
the rising sun. 

The deceased was universally known In 
Oklahoma as ‘‘Mack of D;”’ his intimates 
knew him as W. G. McDonald. 

Thirty years ago he left Kentucky. He 
was then a boy. He came to Allen County, 
Kansas, and began life by pitching hay 
for ex-Congressman EE. H. Funston.  Hle 
was raised with Fred Funston, ex-chief of 
ordnance of the insurgent army of Cuba, 
and now Colonel of the Twentieth Kansas 
Volunteers, and when he was 18 years old 
he married Farmer Funston’s niece and to- 
gether they turned their faces westward. 

Fifteen years ago he drove his team up 
to a water trough at old Kiowa in Barber 
County and rested. He looked about him 
and saw a desert. He camped in the valley 
of the Medicine and challenged stubborn 
nature for a livelihood. He began farming 


and writing poems. Ex-Congressman Den- 
nis Flynn was running a little paper in old 
Kiowa, and the poems of McDonald were 
its best feature. They were weird, full 
of sentiment that brought tears to the eye 
of the pleinsman. Another son of nature, 
named Scott Cummings, who lived west- 
ward, responded in kind through the Medi- 
cine Lodge Cresset, then edited by the fa- 
mous wit, Tim McNeal. The poems of these 
two men were queer, but full of the rugged 
poetry of the ancient bards. 

McDonald was selected to edit the local 
paper in New Kiowa. He developed into 
a splendid frontier writer. With a pen in 
his hane and a revolver in his pocket he 
was ne. afraid of the devil himself, and 
until 1896 he was the governing influence of 
the liveliest town in the West. 

From New Kiowa he went to Lipscomb 
County, in the Panhandle of Texas, and 
started The Panhandle Nester, a paper that 
became known far and wide. When the} 
Cheyenne and <Anapahoe country was 
opened to settlement he moved again, 

By nature Mack was queer. He was in 
perpetual rebellion against settled custom. 
He would,edit no paper unless it was Dem- 
ocratic and vote no ticket unless it was Re- 
publican. In politics he was a picturesque 
contradiction. 

He was at every convention held In @k- 
lahoma, whether it was Republican, State. 
hood, free homes, Masonic grand lodge, 
poultry association or anti-horse thief. As 
soon as morning of the convention day 
dawned Mack would tumble into a hotel 
and sign himself from DPD County. Thaet’s 
the reason he was called ‘‘Mack of DD.” His 
brilliant and picturesque vocabulary never 
failed to secure him the first place on the 
Committee on Resolutions. If excitement or 
trouble was anticipated he would be Ser- 
geant-at-arms. At the famous Statehood 
convention held in Oklahoma City, when 
three rival chairmen and secretaries 
shouted from the same platform, Mack 
had to draw his revolver to restore order. 

When Mack was obscure Dennis Flynn 
published his poems. and he remained 
Tiynn’s staunchest friend until the day of 
his death. 

In appearance McDonald belonged to a 
past age. He was tall, straight, grand and 
fierce looking. He had an eye like an eagle. 
He would fight at the drop of the hat, and 
cared naught for odds. And yet he was 
as gentle as a woman. His hair was long, 
fine. tangled, curly and as black as the 
raven’s wing. His hands were white, soft

CAMPBELL READY TO RAID. 


Breeders’ Bill Is in Force Here So Long 
as There Is No Supreme Court 
Decision to the Contrary. 


Chief of Police Campbell and Harry B. 
Hawes, Vice-President of the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners, declare they do not 
believe the poolroom men ever seriously 
intended to reopen their rooms, 

They consider the talk of the bookmakers 
only a bluff, made to try the mettle of the 
new administration. 

If this be true the bookies have certainly 
found out all they want to know about the 
attitude of the police. Both Mr, Hawes 
and Chief Campbell have informed them in 
unmistakable language that so soon as they 
open the raids will begin. 

The Kansas.City decision, which the book- 
ies claimedi was in their favor, was ina 
case in the Kansas City courts and had no 
bearing in any other city. The police of- 
ficilals say that while the Breeders’ bill Ras 
been declared unconstitutional by Judge 
Murphy the law has never been tested in 
the Supreme Court or any court of final re- 
sort and the war against the poolrooms will 
never cease until there is no question as to 
the outcome of cases in the highest courts. 

Chief Campbell pronounces absurd and 
without foundation a rumor that the pool- 
room men had offered anybody connected 
with the Police Department any sum of 
money to allow them to operate.

USE 10 WORK 


Molders at Car Wheel Works 
Also Strike. 


MEN WOULDN'T WORK 
UNDER NEW FOREMAN. 


REAL CAUSE OF THE STRIKE WAS 
A REFUSAL TO RAISE 
WAGES. 


MOLDERS WENT OUT 
THROUGH SYMPATHY. 


The Union Approves of the Strike and 
the Big St. Louis Car Wheel Com- 
pany May Have Trouble 
on Its Hands. 


Seventy-five moulders and thirteen core- 
makers employed by the St. Louis Car 
Wheel Company, went out on a strike 
Thursday morning. 

The men seem de‘ermined and it is boid- 
ly declared that they will not return to 
work until their demands are mt. 
Dissatisfaction over the wage scale is the 
basis of the str:ke. Several days ago the 
core-muakers siarted agitation for an ad- 
vance in wages. Their demand met with 
an unsatisfactory response, it is claimed, 
and the moulders were led into the walk- 
out through sympethy. The strike is in- 
dorsed by the union to which the men be- 
long. 

They had not been considering the ad- 
visability of starting for several days, but 
had not fully decided until Thursday morn- 
ing, when a new foreman for the core- 
makers was imported from Springfield, Il. 
The men declined to go to work-under 
the new boss. A meeting beginning at 8 
o'clock lasted until 10, and the conclusion 
was to strike, and to draw as-many other 
union workers as possible into it 

The best of order has so far prevailed, 
The St. Louis Car Wheel Co. is one of the 
largest concerns of the kind in the West. 
The works are located at Spring avenue 
and the Missouri Pacific tracks. 

The manager of the car-wheel works told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday morning 
that he could see no reason for the strike. 

“We are now paying our men top wages— 
just a little more than others are getting,’’ 

said the manager. ‘‘They tell me they are 
striking because we brought in a new man, 
who seems to be objectionable to them. [ 
reaily know but little about the strike. We 
employ about 200 men, but I don’t know 
how many of them are out.’’ 


HE MEANT NO HARM, 


JOHN TURECK, A SOLDIER, HAD

He has money out at Interest and spends it 
freely wherever he goes. 

Three years ago Louis Bermond died tn 
a hovel a few miles from Amity, and al- 
though it had been said that he left a 
large fortune, it was not found. His broth- 
er, George Bermond, administered on his 
estate, sold the farm Louis Bermond had 
owned and settled. up his affa.rs Nobody 
lived in the abandoned hovel after Ber- 
mond died, and the weeds grew up about 
it.

He denies knowing anything 
about the gold left by Bermond, but ad- 
mits that he had heard the. stories circu- 
lated about the treasure being buried on 
the premises.

‘PRESENTED TO THE PRESIDENT 


Spanish Flag Captured by Pennsylva- 
nia Troops iv Porto Rico 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—By direction of 
Gen. Miles, President McKinley has been 
presented with a Spanish flag which was 
captured by American troops at Coamo, 
Porto Rico. It was taken from the bar- 


racks at Coamo by the Sixteenth Penn- 
Sylvania Volunteers, together with 200 
Spanish prisoners, who were endeavoring 
to retreat. Col. Biddle, who was accom- 


manied by Capt. Harry ‘Alvin Hall of the 
Sixteenth Pennsylvania Infantry, made 
the presentation speech. 

The President, in reply, complimented 
the American troops on their courage and 
soldierly conduct throughout the cam- 
paign. When the committee left the White 
House the flag was sent to the Adjutante- 
General's office, where it will remain un- 
til it is put on exhibition, probably at the 
National Museum. 

The Spanish colors were inclosed in an 
oak case about 2 feet long and 1% feet 
wide. Two gold plates were on the case, 
on Which were inscribed the history , of 
the ensign, that on the lid being: 

“Royal Spanish ensign captured at 
Coamo, Porto Rico, Aug. 9, 1898,’ the other 
giving the names of the officers who took 
part in the capture.

At dusk in the wilds or the gloomy Dra.- 
zilian forest you will think it strange to 
hear the clink of a hammer on an anvil. 


you would imagine that you were approach-4 


ing some settlement and the picture of the 
ruddy gliew of the forge would come up be- 
fore your eyes. 

But if your guide were a native he would 
tell you that the sound was made by a 
campanero, as they call it, although to 
foreigners it is known as the anvil bird. 

This bird is alittle larger than a thrush. 
The plumage is perfectly white, the eyes are 
a pale gray color, and the naka throat 
and skin around the eyes are of a fine 
bright green. while its more northerly reia- 
tive is orange and black, very much like our 
oriole. 

It is generally in the early part of the 
day that the campanero sends: forth the 
wonderful note that can be heard at a dis- 
tance of three miles. Marvellous, indeed, 
must be the mechanism of the vocal organs 
of so small a bird to produce so far reach- 
ing a note;.but there is no doubt of the 
fact. for many travelers have heard thie 
strange sound uttered by the bird when 
perched on the topmost branch of some 
withered tree. 


TOADS GET EASY LUNCHING. 


Modified versions of the moth and the 
flame incident, with sequel, are witnessed 
in most rural communities 
lighted at night by arc lamps.

Most of Them Overcrowded, Say the 
Charity Commissioners. 

The report of the Board of Charlty Com- 
missioners for the fiscal year 1897-98 was 
made to Mayor Ziegenhein Wednesday. The 
commissioners are Gustav Cramer, Fred 
Deibel. John D. Vincil, Louls J. Singer and 
George C. Hitchcock. 

The report explains that the same condi- 
tions exist among the penal and charitable 
institutions to-day that existed 10 years 4&0 
and that the only remedy was the construc- 
tion of new buildings of larger capacities.

Asylum and Poorhouse. The buildings re- 
main about the same—overcrowded and } - 
adapted to the needs of modern hospitals. 
The management has been satisfactory. 

“Workhouse. This institution is the worst 
in all the city. The only remedy is to erec' 
buildings adequate to Its needs and until 
means with which this can be done be sup- 
plied it is needless to dwell on its de- 
ficiencies. 


“The Jail. In this Institution the shower 


“House of Refuge. Management satisfac- 
tory. but bulldings inadequate. 

“Bi. Ann's han Asylum. Bethesda 
Foundling Home and Colored Orphan's 
Home. anagement satisfactory as far as 
the board is able to determine.”

Relief Committee From Chicago Is 
Looking After the Needs of the 
Soldiers and Will Foot 
All the Bills. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 8.—The First Reg!- 
ment, Illinois Volunteers, 97 men, reached 
Long Island City at 4:40 @. m., to-day, 
having left Montauk Point at 8:35 last ev- 
ening. It is not yet known at What time 
the regiment will start West from Jersey, 
there being difficulty in obtaining for the 
soldiers the accommodations desired. Col. 
Henry L. Turner is quoted in an interview 
as saying that his men shall go home in 
Pulman cars, whatever may be the cost. 


To the intervic wing reporter Col. Turner 
furnishea ae copy of the following te.egram 
which, he said, fhe had dispatched to the 
Lehigh Valley allway officials through 
‘his superiors: 

“When my regiment leaves Jersey City 
it will leave as a regiment. I will not 
eountenance any partiality. Every man 
must have a bed. I will keep my truvops 
in Jersey City until lam assurd thet the 
accommodations for a comfortable jour- 
ney are adequate.”’ 

Col. Turner added that he had received 
a dispatch from the Chicago Rellef Com- 
mittee telling him to take Pullmans at any 
cust, and if the Government could not pey 
the cha’ges the ecmmt ee woud. 

According to Col. Turner's statement the 
first section of the railway train which 
brought the regiment from Montauk Point’ 
and which section carried the sick, was 
sidetracked for an hour and forty-five min- 
utes at Amagunsett, only eight miles from 
Montauk Point. There are 246 men of the 
First lilinols on the sick list. Six men who 
Were in a state of collapse on their arrival 
at Long Island City were: Stephen Hajak. 
a vate Company F, suffering from malaria; 
V. A, Levine, private Company D, typhoid 
malaria; H. H. Drake, private Company I, 
malarial fever; Frederick Martinson, pri- 
vate Company I, pneumonia; Arthur C., 
Kight, private Company I, malarial fever, 
and Charlea McAuliffe, Company H, ty- 
phoid fever. 

Kight’s mother was at the station to re- 
celve him, having come on here recently 
with a committee from Chicago. 

A committee representing the citizens of 
Chicago has been here looking after the 
needs of the men of the First. They 
have thus far expended $2000. Much as- 
sistance, which was given without charge, 
was rendered by the Red Cross stations. 


This afternoon the regiment was taken 
-across to Commynicipa on ferry boats and 
there embarked pon trains of the Lehigh 
Valley allroad. The hospital train, carry- 
ng 206 sick men, putea out westward 
bound at 1:15 p.m. The Lehigh Valley con- 
-nects at Suspension Bridge, Niagara Falls, 
with the Grand Trunk Railway. 


SHAFTER WAS LIVID,

CAR LATE FOR DEATH 


HE NARROWLY ESCAPED A PLOT 
OF ASSASSINS ON HIS TRIP | 
TO MOSCOW. 


THREE KILLED, THIRTY INJURED 


Cne of the Victims of the Cleverly 
Planned Explosion Was a Con- 
spirator, Who Sacrificed 
Himself.

LONDON, Sept. &8.—A report is published 
here of a daring plot to assasainate the Czar 
at Moscow last week The plan of the con- 
spirators wae to allow gas to escape into a 
house on the route of the Czar’a procession 
until the atmosphere In every room had be- 
come saturated. One of their number was 
to remain in the house and strike a light 
when the Czar was pareing, in expectation 
that the house wou e blown to pieces and 
the Czar kliiled oy ae fiying debris.

Foot Soldiers of the Fifth Corps Not in 
Condition to March. 

CAMP WIKOFF, Montauk Point, L. L, 
Sept. &.—Col. Reosevelt in speaking of Mayor 
Van Wyck’'a request of the President that 
the Rough Riders be directed to parade in 
New York and of the President's decision 
to leave the question to the Fifth Army 
Corps, sald: 

“We should be pleased to parade with the 
army or with the cavalry division, bul we 
would not care to parade by ourselves. If 
we are to parade with other regiments we 
should do soon, for we are turning in our 
horses and equipments to the government 
and shall be seon mustered out. It would 
not hurt the men physicaily, | am confident, 
to parade, That is the general feeling of the 
officers and of the troopers, So much has 
been said of the Rough Riders parading that 
it would be distasteful to them to parade 
alone.”’ 

Major Surgeon Brown, in charge of the 
general hospital, said: 

“It would not hurt the Rough Riders to 
ride up Broadway nor for the well men of 
any of the calvary regiments. The infantry 
regiments of the army, however, afte not fit 
to parade, Seventy per cent of the men 
could perhaps do so in a week. In three 
weeks I think it would be all rant for the 
infantry to parade, but it seems to me im- 
practicable ine more than a single regiment 
to parade. No more than a single regiment 
can be taken by rail to New York from here 
in one day. The parade would have to be 
made after the tiring rafll journey of five 
hours. The only other way would be to 
take the men by water. I do not see how 
you could move several thousand men by 
water and parade them immediately after 
landing. There tx no place in New York te 
encamp the army, either before or after the 
parade. The armories would not hold them.

CARR EDWARDS TELLS HOW. 


Gecret Understanding Said to Exist 


Between Democrats and a Disaf- 
fected Republican Faction. 


Politics in St. Charles County promises 
some surprises this fall. 

Carr Edwarde and Thomas 8. Cunning- 
ham of St. Charles were visitors at Demo- 
cratic State headquarters at the Laclede 
Hotel Thursday morning. 

Although St. Charles is normally Repub- 
lican by a few hundred votes, Mr. Edwards 
predicts that the Democrats will this fall 
elect the County Clerk, Collector and 
Sheriff. 

Mr. Edwards seems to be leading the fight 
against the nomination of Will'am Kates, 
the present Collector, who is filling the un- 
expired term of a Republican. He says he 
believes Mr. Bates cannot carry the county 
and that thére are several Democrats who 
can. Mr. Bates is a popular young Demo- 
erat and his friends will dispute Mr. Fd- 
wards’ distrust of his ability to poll as many 
v@tes as any Democrat in the county. 

The situation in S8t. Charles County is 
complicated by the fact that the Republi- 
cans are split into factions. One faction 
has been led by Post™aster William Bloe- 
baum, Anton Mispagel. Theodore Bruere 
and Otto Marten. At the primary for the 
nomination of candidates Charles Gatz- 
weiler, proprietor of a Republican pap r, 
broke the combination, defeated the Bloe- 
baum crowds’ candidate and was nomi- 
nated for the collectorship. The Bloebaum 
crowd is sore over it and may desert Mr. 
Gatzweiler at the polls. 

According to Mr. Edwards the Democrats 
will not nominate candidates for Treasurer 
and Presiding Judge of the County Court, 
and as the Republican nosninees, for these 
officers are friendly to the Bloebauin 
crowd. it is possible that an understan- 
ing exists between that faction and the 
Democrats by which the officers are to be 
divided. 

An interesting feature of the St. Charles 
county situation is the probability that 
Theodoric F. McDearmon, who was once a 
candidate for Judge of the Court of Ap- 
peals, and has a State wide _ reputation, 
will be the Democratic candidate for Rep- 
resentative.

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PROPERTY OWNERS NEAR VIR- 
GINIA AVENUE AND SIDNEY 
STREET INDIGNANT. 


CLAIM IT IS ‘DANGEROUS. 


But Commissioner Randall Says It Is 
Within the Required Fire Limits 
and Cannot Re Taken Down. 


A frame shed itn the rear of a half- 
completed store building at Sidney and 
Virginia avenues has destroyed the peace 
of the neighborhood. 

The store and shed are being erected by 
Frederick Bernius, a grocer. The archi- 
tect of the improvement is Herman J. 
Burgdorf of 2804 Virginia avenue, next to 
the store building. The shed in the rear 
is a two-story affair, 18 feet high, 20 feet 
wide and 30 feet long. 

It has progressed more rapidly than 
the store and is almost finished, although 


it was begun about two weeks ago. 

Not long after work on it was begun 
the neighbors set up a hue and cry against 
it. They claimed no permit for it had been 
issued, since they had never been asked 
to consent to the issuance of a permit. 

One of the indignant neighbors went so 
far as to write a letter to Building Com- 
missioner Randall, which Mr. Randall does 
not remember receiving. 

Part of the anger of the people in the 
block .was directed agatnst Councilman 
Kratz, whose brother, it seems, had the 
contract for the excavation of the cellar 
for the store building. It was claimed 
that Councilman Kratz was using his infi- 
uence to prevent the protests of the neigu- 
bors from being effective. 

The excitement reached fever-heat a 
week ago when several of the neighbors 
demanded of the policeman on the beat 
that work on the shed be stopped. The 
contractor for the shed, Emil. Stelzner, 
had a permit for the store-building, which 
also included the shed, which is under the 
limit of 800 square feet of area, but on 
this day he forgot to leave it with the 
workmen when he left the building. 

So when the policeman appeared and ask- 
ed to see the permit,there was none to show 
him. He did not attempt to arrest the men, 
but persuaded them to go with him to the 
Second District Station. They marched 
away amid the rejoicings of the neighbors 
who thought they had won a great vic- 
tory. 

Next day in the police court Judge Zim- 
merman discharged the men on being shown 
the permit by the contractor. Since then 
the neighbors have been fuming and fuss- 
ing nightly, but work on the shed has gone 
right ahead. 

Building Commissioner Randall says the 
neighbors are in the wrong if the. building 
is 18 feet high and less than 800 square feet 
in area. He says the law does not require 
the consent of the property owners in the 
block for the erection of such a shed, and 
that it is customary to allow the erection 
of such sheds on the permits issued for 
the buildings to which they are attached. 

The property owners don't see it that way.
